world which lias treesJhat bloom twlco 
a year habitually. 
These aro tho horso 


chestnuts. 
There are 17,000 of them 


planted in the sqnnres and aloug the 
boulevards, uiicl 20,000 button woods. 
The trees in Paris are numbered, just 
like the people, the cabs, the. animals, 
the lampposts aud the matches. 
Those 


horse chestnuts have ouly been doing 
this trick for about five years, and ouly 
some of them".have made a practice of 
it. Those die, or apparently die, in the 
latter pnrt of .July, and all :ther leaves 
fall off. A month or so afterward they 
all come out into flower again and little 
greou lettves shoot forth '.continually un- 
til fliey ani nipped by tho first frost. 
There is a reasou for this, and the sci- 
entists worked over the matter for'a 
long' time to be able to explain it. 
Briefly and unscientifically the trees 
lose their leaves because they are at- 
tacked by a little fungus which is blown 
upon them by the wind; then, -being 
still full of .sap, they start to pot forth 
leaves all over again.
